Barksdale  Field  52-0 

inlaying  their  first  game  of  the 
season  last  Saturday  night  under 
the  lights  on  the  home  gridiron, 
the  Demons  overcame  the  stub- 
bornness of  the  Barksdale  Field 
Raiders  in  the  first  quarter  and 
began  rolling  in  the  second  quarter 
to  pile  up  a  score  of  52  points  be- 
fore the  end   of  the  game. 

Once  the  Demons  got  under  way, 
they  scored  21  points  during  the 
second  quarter.  19  points  during 
the  third  (|iiarter,  and  12  points  in 
the  final  frame. 

Superior  reserve  strength  of  the 
Demons  proved  too  inuch  for  the 
Raiders.  The  Demon  mentors  gave 
practically  every  man  on  the  squad 
an  opportunity  to  play  in  the 
game,  which  was  featured  by 
straight  line  plays  and  sweeps.    If 


the  Demons  possess  an  aerial  at- 
tack it  was  withheld  for  future  en- 
counters, as  only  four  passes  were 
attempted. 

Freshman  Johnny  Emmons  of 
Mansfield  featured  the  longest  run 
of  the  game  when  he  swept  around 
right  end  on  the  Demon  24-yard 
line  and  raced  76  yards  for  a 
touchdown.  Freshman  James  Beck 
of  Minden  galloped  60  yards  to 
score  at  the  beginning  of  the  sec- 
ond half.  Another  60-yard  dash, 
crossing  the  goal  line,  was  made 
by  David  Givens  of  Winnfield; 
however,  the  score  was  nullified  by 
a  penalty. 

Other  touchdowns  were  scored 
by  Johnny  Jackson  on  a  four-yard 
plunge  through  center;  Dave  Coyle 
on  a  20-yard  run;  Royce  Taylor, 
freshman  from  Mansfield,  on  an 
8-yard  dash;  Sam  Rubin,  another 
freshman  from  Monroe,  on  an  18- 
yard  gallop;  and  Beck,  who  scored 
his  second  touchdown  on  a  10- 
yard  run  as  the  game  ended. 

Ernest  (Stinky)  Davis,  Shreve- 
port professional  baseball  player 
who  enrolled  last  week,  came  in  to 
try  for  the  extra  points.  He  kicked 
the  first  four  attempts  but  missed 
the  last  four.  Davis  is  a  former 
student  at  the  College. 

The  Demons  showed  greatly  im- 
proved power  and  drive  in  their 
opener,  but  the  coaches  are  care- 
fully checking  and  correcting  er- 
rors that  showed  up  in  the  Barks- 
dale game  in  anticipation  of  the 
game  this  week  with  Central  State 
College  of  Edinond,  Oklahoma. 

With  the  fine  type  of  play  in 
the  line  by  both  freshmen  and  reg- 
ulars exhibited  in  the  first  game, 
indications  point  to  a  much  better 
balanced  team  for  the  rest  of  the 
season  than  has  existed  for  the 
past  year  or  two.
